REMARKS 

This paper is being filed subsequent to the Notice of Allowance having a 
USPTO mailing date of March 20, 2005. 

The foregoing minor amendments are being filed in order to improve the 
clarity of the allowed claims, and accordingly, consideration and entry of the 
amendments is respectfully requested. Applicants submit that these minor 
amendments do not change the scope of or affect the allowability of the claims. 
These minor claim amendments are fully supported in Applicants specification and 
drawings. For example, in Fig. 1 , in the "Addition" blocks of 1 07 and 1 1 0, a "point 
mP" and a "point (m+1)P" are added (see also, pg. 19, lines 24-25, and pg. 20, lines 
11-12). Further, as supported in Fig. 1, 106-108, 110 and 111, the "bit value" is the 
i-th bit of scalar value 106. The addition and doubling calculations represent the 
calculation groups of 107 and 108 and the calculation groups of 110 and 111. 
Applicants are submitting the above claim amendments for further clarification and 
respectfully request entry and allowance of these amendments.
